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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the above-identified application in 
view of the present amendment is respectfully requested. 

By the present amendment, claims 7, 9-12, 17 and 19 have 
been canceled. Claim 8 has been amended. Claims 8, 16 and 18 
are currently pending in the application. 

The Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the 
Examiner's indication that claim 18 is allowed. 

Regarding the drawing objection and objection to the 
specification, please refer to the attached second proposed 
drawing amendment. It is believed that the attached second 
proposed drawing amendment overcomes the objections. 

Claim 16 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as 
being obvious over U.S. Patent No. 5,350,190 to Szigethy in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 5,810,535 to Fleckstein et al. To 
establish obviousness of a claimed invention, the prior art 
references when combined, must teach or suggest all the claim 
limitations. In addition, there must be some suggestion or 
motivation to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the reference (MPEP §706. 02 (j)). 

The combination of Szigethy and Fleckstein et al. does 
not disclose a fastener part with a concave contact surface 
area into which contact surface areas of the hooks engage in a 
connected condition. Webster's New International Dictionary 
defines concave as "hollowed or rounded inward like the inside 
of a bowl" or "curving inward" (copy attached) . Neither the 
patent to Fleckstein et al. nor the patent to Szigethy 
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disclose or suggest a fastener part comprising a concave 
contact surface area in^ which contact surface areas of the 
hooks engage in a connected condition. In addition, in a 
telephone interview conducted the undersigned on April 10, 
2003, the Examiner indicated that the patent to Fleckstein et 
al. did not disclose a concave contact surface area of the 
fastener part into which contact surface areas of the hooks 
engage . 

In addition, the combination of the patent to Fleckstein 
et al. and the patent to Szigethy does not disclose or suggest 
a fastener part configured integrally with a steering wheel, 
and fastening arms configured integrally with an inflator 
mount . 

The concave surface of the fastener part in claim 16 
gives a better hold to the contact surface areas of the hooks, 
as compared to a flat surface in the art of record. Thus, 
claim 16 should be allowable. 

Claim 8 depends from claim 16 and defines over the prior 
art for the same reasons as claim 16 and for the specific 
limitations recited therein. The combination of the cited 
t^iior art references does not disclose or suggest that the 
fastening part and the fastening arms comprise ramps 
corresponding to each other and including all the limitations 
of claim 16. Thus, claim 8 should be allowable.
